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The 64th Timonium Fair

On Sunday, August 30th, Timonium Fair 
opened its gates to all who had transportation. 
Attendance was naturally decreased, but the 
grounds were not empty, 5,000 arrived the first 
day and 3,000 the last. There were many ex¬ 
hibits, a few of which were: farm equipment, 
vegetables, poultry, hogs, dairy cattle and beef 
cattle, but my reason for going to the fair and 
your reason for reading this article is neither of 
the above, but instead our friend the Horse. 

People were encouraged to drive to the fair 
in horse drawn vehicles, as each day there were 
to be prizes awarded for the best turnouts. On 
Sunday Miss Claris Crane of Timonium, arrived 
driving her pony Titania. The carriage caused 
much discussion but Miss Crane explained that 
it was a Runabout. Twenty-five dollars went to 
Miss Crane and $15 to Mr. W. E. Overton who 
drove a Trap. 

Monday, August 31—Percherons 

Professor D. J. Kays, Department of Animal 
Husbandry, Ohio State University, Columbus, 
Ohio, judged all the Draft horses. 

The star of the show was Beauty 8th, foaled 
May 26, 1933; sire. Brilliant 2nd; dam. Grey 
Beauty 4th. She was a grey beauty herself and 
won the class for mares 5 years old and over, 
then the Senior Championship and finally the 
Grand Championship. Today was an extra tri¬ 
umph for her, as she had never before won a 
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championship at her own State Fair. Last year 
she was third at the Chicago International Live¬ 
stock Exposition and Reserve Champion Ameri¬ 
can bred mare. The Huffman Brothers of 
Woodsboro, Md., are her proud owners. Henry 
Huffman bought her from the McKay Estate in 
southern Minnesota. Two of her foals won rib¬ 
bons today; Luck Sunline was third in the class 
for stallions 2 years old and under 3. An un¬ 
named stallion foal under 1 year, sire, Sir Jule, 
was second in his class. 

Leading stallion of the show was Sir Hudson, 
bought in May by Edward N. Derr of Union 
Bridge, Md., from Everett Parker of Noblesville, 
Indiana. Last year. Sir Hudson was Reserve 
Grand Champion at Indianapolis; today he won 
the Grand Championship. Professor Kays gave 
his reasons for placing him over Laeballegon, 
’'Sir Hudson has more bone, is bigger for his 
age and set better on his rear pasterns.”

On Thursday there were eleven entries rigged 
up ready for the judges. Wm. O. Welsh, one of 
Maryland’s oldest horse enthusiasts, and Profes¬ 
sor D. J. Kays judged; and chose Mr. and Mrs. 
E. S. Voss’ Whitechapel Cart for first. This 
cart was of special interest as it was built in 
London in 1870 and brought to this country 
eight years later by Mr. Voss’ uncle; the cart 
was drawn by a pure bred Belgian mare. Second 
was Mr. Brewer’s delivery wagon that has placed 
before; third, also placed before, Mr. Clayton’s 
Double Team Surrey. 

On Friday there were thirteen carriages, the 
first prize winner, a most impressive carriage 
drawn by Mrs. Donald Sherwood’s hunter, Buck. 
Second was so small in contrast, a pony cart 
pulled by Tom Thumb, Mrs. Cadwalader Kelsey 
driving little Jacklyn Ewing. Third was Miss 
Daphne Bedford driving her pony, Sally. 

The last day of the Fair was Thursday, Sep¬ 
tember 10, and on this day seven entries arrived; 
the most suitable one to come to the Fair in was 
Mrs. J. W. Hector’s buggy, drawn by a nice look¬ 
ing grey. Mary Lyn Marburg placed second in 
her buggy, this was her third prize. I would say 
she just got it in the nick of time. Mrs. C. W. 
Williams’ Thoroughbred hunter by Chilhowee 
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out of Golden Sunday drew a Road Cart all the 
way from Glyndon, Md. and was placed third. 

There were many and varied rigs seen during 
this contest, which the crowd seemed to enjoy 
considerably. "Rusty” Law and Mrs. L. looked 
well in their smart first prize winning buggy. 
Abe Pearce had a fine team and buggy, the pair 
later on coming in singly to win again. Abe had 
a pure-bred Cleveland Bay, a three-year-old, as 
one of his team. Harriett Stokes had a useful 
turnout, as did Betty Stettinius. Fritzi Burk- 
hardt looked well with his pony sulky. 

One more attraction of the Fair was the Pull¬ 
ing Contest held on Wednesday and Thursday 
evenings, September 2 and 3. The Light Teams 
had six entries to compete on the Dynamometer. 
Francis Enfield from Streett, Md., had the win¬ 
ning team: a three-year-old and a six-year-old 
weighing 2780 pounds. 

On the following evening the Heavy Teams 
showed what they could do. There were nine 
contestants, including a mule team, the driver 
of which was greatly handicapped as profane 
language is against the rules. Isaac N. Shepherd 
of Harwood, Md., owned the victorious team. 
Cracker and Prince, purebred Percherons, aged 
seven and four, which weighed 3165 pounds. 
These two pulled 2500 pounds easily and no 
other team could come near their mark. 2500 
pounds on the machine is equal to 16.125 tons 
starting from a standstill. It was of interest to 
note that James B. Rutledge had a four-year-old 
pure bred Belgian which was in the money, and 
this Belgian’s dam won the turnout contest on 
the same day, while drawing E. S. Voss’ White¬ 
chapel Cart.

Saratoga Report 


This year the Editor of The Maryland 
Horse, in his capacity of Field Secretary of the 
Maryland Horse Breeders’, Association, spent 
two weeks at Saratoga, attending all of the sales, 
and there handling the shipment of over a hun¬ 
dred yearlings into the area served by the clear¬ 
ing house which, with O. D. T. sanction, has 
been set up to do away with waste of mileage 
and van-space by the haulers of horses. It was 
an interesting chore to nightly sort out from 
half-a-dozen to a score of yearlings bound for 
Delaware, Pennsylvania, Maryland and Vir¬ 
ginia, allocating to each load those yearlings 
that were closest grouped as to their destination. 
The co-operation of shippers and carriers, 
blended with a wartime sense of give and take, 
alone made this quick and careful handling of 
loads possible. It is the spirit needed the coun¬ 
try over to win this war. 

The sales themselves lacked the brilliance 
and sparkle of old, there being no spectacular 
prices. It was a slaughter for those whose year¬ 
lings were not what the Saratoga market de¬ 
mands, but it was a tough battle even for the 
best of them. Saratoga buyers, this year more 
than ever, called for Tiffanys alone, Woolworth 
products went unwanted. Those yearlings that 
were unsound, were from non-productive lines 
or were poorly conditioned, were a drug on the 
market. The get of new, or untried sires went 
begging also, and thereby many secured bar¬ 
gains, without doubt. We have often said, and 
repeat it now, more than ever, that were the sales 
company to pass on the yearlings to be offered, 
rejecting those that obviously were not Saratoga 
yearlings, buyers, as well as sellers, would ulti¬ 
mately profit. It is tough on the seller of good 
stock to see the general averages pulled down by 
consignments that should never have been sent 
up. 

There never was a year when more yearlings 
came into Maryland for breaking or turning out. 
Nor was there ever a finer lot to come into the 
state than the dozen or so that Oleg Dubassof 
purchased for his patrons and shipped down to 
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Joe Flanagan’s to be turned out, Joe later send¬ 
ing them to Danny Shea’s for breaking. Emmett 
Potts got three real good ones for the Bomar 
Stable, sending them down to W. J. DeMoss, at 
Gittings. Ray Bryson wound up with a baker’s 
dozen, perhaps the best looking lot he has ever 
brought in from the sales. 

Bowes Bond, accompanied by Lieut. O. L. 
Bonifay, got a couple for his patron, they also 
going to the DeMoss farm. Harry Z. Isaacs was 
there to get four, including a promising Man o’ 
War colt, these being shipped to Mrs. Heighe’s 
farm at Bel Air, as were the yearlings bought by 
Lee McCoy and Duke Montour from the Saga¬ 
more lot. Merryman Black was on hand with a 
new patron in W. A. Edgar, of Severna Park, 
who bought three, sending them down to Ti- 
monium, where trainer Black has them in hand, 
along with a dozen or so privately purchased 
from the Le Mar Stock Farm, of Kentucky. 

From Southern Maryland came up Taylor 
Leatherbury, who got four for his Anne Arundel 
County place and T. A. Sears, who, with his 
trainer "Doc” Tumin, got half a dozen or so 
to send down to Hall Station, near famous Belair 
Stud. Eddie Johnson secured about a load of 
fillies to send down to the family place at Ger¬ 
mantown, they being accompanied by a pur¬ 
chase of Dick Christmas’s. The Christmas family 
was in there pitching throughout, all bar Yancey 
getting their feet wet at some time or other 
through the sales. Rhoda got a couple of likely 
fillies for Taylor Chewning, Ed. picked up a nice 
^Challenger, while Frank wound up with seven 
or eight, astutely bought at prices that were steals 
in the main. A "canny lad,” is Frank. 

Charlie Nelson made some purchases for his 
place at North Beach, while Harry Massey was 
on hand to pick up a few bargains to be sent 
down to his Eastern Shore place at Church Hill. 
The yearlings bought for Grant Thorn were sent 
to Danny Shea for breaking, that trainer now 
having close on a score of youngsters in work at 
his Long Green Valley place. 

It was good to see how the meeting, as it 
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always has, steadily improved in crowds and 
handle. There never will be another Saratoga. 
Maybe some day the old track will be closed, but 
we hope we never see the day. There’s no other 
place comparable to it in America to see good 
yearlings, with all the talk of Long Island or 
Lexington. Long may Saratoga continue, with 
all its attendant attractions.

Present plans call for the finals of the Gittings 
Trophy classes being held in conjunction with 
the Hunter Trials on the Bryce Wing Estate, 
Sunday, October 18. There will be approximately 
ten riders eligible, these being Laura Ann 
Hughes, Jackie Sadler, Pat and Mike Smithwick, 
Nancy Sehlhorst, Joe Tydings, Hugh Wiley and 


the winners of the class at the Pikesville Ki- 
wanis. Optimists, and Corinthian Club Open 
shows. It is notable that a number of the older 
established shows have ignored the Gittings 
Class this year entirely, thereby breaking the 
spirit of their membership in the state associa¬ 
tion. 

It is expected of every show that it will try 
to encourage better riding by putting on the Git¬ 
tings Class. It is admitted that, properly judged, 
the class takes time, as it should, and is not liked 
by pseudo judges at all. On the other hand it 
gives the children their chance to qualify for the 
finals and possibly gain the coveted title of best 
rider of Maryland. Furthermore, where ordinary 
horsemanship classes are held there is nothing 
to stop two or three good riders winning them 
all, while in the Gittings classes the winner of 
each is automatically eliminated from further 
qualifying competition until the finals, which he 
or she can also win but once. Thus is there con¬ 
stant stimulation of interest among, and en¬ 
couragement for the riders. It should therefore 
be the duty of every member show of the Asso¬ 
ciation of Maryland Horse Shows to stage a 
Gittings Trophy class at its show. 

Fox Hunting 

Unionville, Chester County, Pa. 

Another fox hunting season is near at hand, 
but conditions existing today are not comparable 
to anything we have ever experienced before, 
and our country is in peril. 

It is therefore but natural that each and every 
one of us should ponder as to whether we are 
justified in following the sport now, when pos¬ 
sibly our time and money might be spent in some 
important war work. 

Personally I have felt since the outbreak of 
the war, and still feel, that all those interested in 
fox hunting should support it now when help is 
needed so acutely. I am greatly strengthened in 
this conviction by receipt of letters, copies of 
which I enclose, from high ranking officers in 
the United States Army, emphasizing the im¬ 
portance of the continuance of fox hunting as a 
war measure. These letters explain the point of 
view of the War Department, and I therefore 
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reel are far more convincing than any reasons 
that I might advance. 

Sometimes it is forgotten that such sports as 
fox hunting and activities on the turf, racing and 
breeding of horses, cannot be abruptly termi¬ 
nated and picked up again at will. On the con¬ 
trary, they both require careful planning. 

Therefore it seems to me that those of us who 
find ourselves in the position of trustees of these 
branches of sport, have assumed distinct re¬ 
sponsibilities, and should be very careful to ful¬ 
fill our duties, not only for the sake of the 
younger generation, who are below age of ac¬ 
tive duty, but for those young men who are away 
in the Service and who when they return will 
want and look forward to resuming their partici¬ 
pation in these health giving pursuits. 

It is therefore hoped by the Executive Com¬ 
mittee and officers of the Masters of Foxhounds 
Association that all those who are able will give 
whatever support is possible to the sport at this 
critical time.

Mr. W. Plunket Stewart

My dear Mr. Stewart: 

I was talking with Mr. Bates Compton at 
luncheon yesterday, who told me of a possible 
danger that fox hunting might be discontinued 
during the war. 

Bates showed me a letter he obtained from 
the Chief of Cavalry to you, and suggested that 
I write you of the attitude which I found in the 
German army towards fox hunts during war. 

In the first place, I might state that I was 
Assistant Military Attache and Acting Military 
Attache in Berlin from 1937 until the end of 
November, 1939, and was a member of the 
Ferdener Hunt of Artillery Regiment No. 22. 

During the entire training period, up to the 
outbreak of the war, the German army laid great 
emphasis upon mounted sports. Each regiment 
of cavalry and artillery and most infantry regi¬ 
ments owned a pack and had a drag hunt. Young 
officers were given a credit of a thousand marks 
by the government with which to buy horses. 

During the spring and summer, and on into 


the fall, horse shows were continuous through¬ 
out Germany in every small garrison town, while 
officers and their mounts were transported free 
of charge on government railroads to participate 
in the various shows. 

Practically all officers either owned hunters, 
show horses or race horses, as steeplechasing 
with gentlemen jockey riders was a favorite 
sport. 

At the outbreak of the war, racing and horse 
shows were not discontinued but encouraged. As 
late as the fall of 1941, after the battle of France, 

1 received a picture of my old friend. Major Gen¬ 
eral Von Seidlitz, who had been Master of the 
Ferdener Hunt, again leading the field on his 
favorite hunter, Fesan. 

In the occupation of France he had brought 
his pack from their garrison station to the occu¬ 
pied territory and hunts were being continued 
as usual. 

I mention this because it shows the great stress 
which the Germans lay on mounted sports as an 
auxiliary to training. They believe that not only 
are mounted sports physically good for officers, 
but also tend to develop quickness of thought 
and courage, essential qualities for any officer to 
have. 

I have looked with considerable alarm upon 
the decline of mounted sports in our army and 
believe that discontinuing fox hunts and horse 
shows in the United States during the emer¬ 
gency would be a grave error. 

Sports of all kinds should be encouraged, both 
among the troops and among civilians. 

I hope that the hunts will carry on in spite of 
the small fields which will be necessitated by 
members absent in active service.

It is likely that next 
year’s show will see two sets of awards in the 
yearling groups, one open to all, and one set of 
ribbons for horses bred by their exhibitors. 
While all encouragement must be given to those 
who will go out and buy tops to show and race, 
so too must encouragement be given to those 
who bring up for show only that stock they have 
bred and raised themselves. It has been suggested 
that a special award to the best Thoroughbred 
and one to the best half-bred, bred and owned by 
exhibitor, would be a good innovation.

1942 Selima Eligibles 

Shortages in gasoline, tires and sugar may 
still exist when October rolls around and brings 
with it the running of the 1942 Selima Stakes, 
but from all indications there will be no shortage 
of classy two-year-old fillies to run the mile and 
a sixteenth of the Selima. The books are closed 
on the 1942 edition of the Selima and if ten 
fillies answer the bugle for the running, the win¬ 
ner will take down something better than $22,- 
000 which will be sufficient to continue this 
stake as the richest offering of the country for 
young fillies. 

No less than 81 horses still are eligible for 
this test of speed and endurance, which means 
that they have shown enough to warrant not 
only their original nomination fee, but the pay¬ 
ment of two additional fees to keep them on 
the list. 

W. L. Brann, Maryland sportsman whose 
colors were carried to so many fine triumphs 
by Challedon, has an own sister of this handicap 
star in the Selima, she being by ^Challenger II 
out of Laura Gal. 

Several of the fillies already have scored in 
high class company at the sprinting distances in 
vogue early in the year and undoubtedly some 
of these will develop between now and October 
into route-running lassies capable of arguing for 
the Selima pot o’ gold. 

In addition to the four divisions of the prize 
money for the first four horses to finish, there 
are awards to the nominators of the first, second 
and third fillies. Then too, there is a Selima 


trophy, offered annually by William Woodward, 
master of Belair Stud. This trophy must be won 
three times to gain permanent possession, and 
a replica of the trophy is awarded to each year’s 
winner.

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Trainers' Bulletin 

About the first of June, it seemed a certainty 
that the Office of Defense Transportation in 
Washington would stop all vanning of race¬ 
horses and breeding stock—at least in the East. 
What this would have meant to Trainers alone, 
we leave to your imagination. Representatives 
of the Maryland Horse Breeders Association, the 
American Trainers Association, the National 
Thoroughbred Breeders Committee, and the van 
companies met with the official directly responsi- 
ble for cutting down on unnecessary vanning. 
It was decided to set up a field office at the offices 
of the Maryland Horse Breeders Association, 
which would act as a clearing house for all pub¬ 
lic vanning to and from Virginia, Pennsylvania, 
Delaware, New Jersey and Maryland. Vans mov¬ 
ing horses in less than vanload lots in this dis¬ 
trict had to inform this office and obtain permis¬ 
sion to move horses. The idea was to move only 
full loads whenever possible and to get return 
loads, even if it meant a lay-over. The necessary 
authority was given the Maryland Horse Breed¬ 
ers’ Secretary and Field man, H. S. Finney, to 
see that the van men followed this plan. 

Now as to results. The first real test of this 


plan came at the Saratoga yearling sales. As 
every trainer knows, when a yearling is sold the 
trainer’s headaches begin, and the first is how to 
get the animal home. Usually trainers are chas¬ 
ing van men all over Saratoga and frequently 
yearlings stood around Saratoga for days before 
being shipped out, with consequent danger of 
shipping colds, etc. 

This year Finney supervised the shipping of 
all yearlings bought for consignment to Virginia, 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey, Delaware and Mary¬ 
land. He took the name and address of the buyer 
as soon as the animal was sold, collected releases 
and arranged full loads so that there would be no 
duplication of delivery (as was often the case 
in the past), saw to the loading personally and 
sent the vans on their way. In all he shipped 
one hundred and twenty yearlings, out of the 
almost 500 sold at Saratoga and every van went 
out fully loaded the morning following sale, ex¬ 
cept for one van which was held over for thirty- 
six hours, waiting for a return load to Virginia. 

This business at Saratoga was taken care of 
so ably that the ODT is now requiring all van¬ 
ning interests to set up the same type of clearing 
house as the one set up by the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association and allied interests. Com¬ 
pliment enough in itself. 

This should be of interest to all trainers and 
owners, because of one danger to their industry 
which is being vitiated, and also because now a 
definite office is available, as close as the tele¬ 
phone, to which a trainer can go to get van trans¬ 
portation. No more must he chase after vanmen, 
often being required to waste valuable time 
which he should devote to training. 

There has been so much favorable comment 
on this set-up, especially after the Saratoga Sales, 
by owners and trainers that we feel it only fair 
to pat Jack-of-all-trades-Finney on the back for 
what he has done. 

When vanning from Virginia, Delaware, 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey or Maryland you can 
arrange your part loads through the Clearing 
House located at the Maryland Horse Breeders 
and National Thoroughbred Breeders Commit¬ 
tee offices at 504 Highland Avenue, Towson, 
Md.

It is no easy task that Heu¬ 
beck takes up, for Frank Grosche’s shoes will not 
easily be filled by anyone, he having been for 
many years considered a top stud manager. Heu- 
beck’s many friends in the horse world are con¬ 
gratulating him on his new assignment and 
wishing him the best of luck therein. 

Green Mountain Ride 

The seventh annual 100-Mile Trail Ride of 
the Green Mountain Horse Association held in 
Woodstock, Vermont, September 2-5, proved to 
be the largest and most successful ever held. 
Sixty-three horses were entered, fifty-eight 
passed the judges’ inspection and fifty-six started 
the ride. All horses finished the first day’s ride 
of forty miles but only fifty-four started the sec¬ 
ond day and fifty the third, all of which finished. 
From the standpoint of condition, the horses 
were the best ever seen in these rides as 90% 
finished, a large percentage for a contest of this 

The horses were divided into two classes, a 
light and a heavyweight. The lightweight car¬ 
ried a minimum of 155 pounds and a maximum 
of 184, while the heavyweight carried 185 or 
more pounds. There were twenty-one entered in 
the heavyweight and thirty-five in the light¬ 
weight.

However, in spite of the efforts of the most 
skilled physicians, he passed away quietly in his 
sleep August 26, and the life of a very gallant 
gentleman came to an untimely end. 

While interested in everything worth while, 
such as music, literature and art, he was especial¬ 
ly fond of outdoor sports, taking up golf with 
his accustomed energy, and playing a fine game, 
which culminated last year in a foursome with 
the Duke of Windsor, his brother-in-law, R. 
Denison Frick and a high ranking U. S. Navy 
Officer. 

As a boy he rode in the shows of the old Balti¬ 
more Horse Association at the Elkridge Kennels 
on Charles Street Avenue, his mentors being 
Martin O’Brien and Leo Gardell, the Huntsman, 
and Edward A. Jackson, M. F. H. Elkridge 
Hounds, the latter, whom he particularly ad¬ 
mired. Later he was to become the M. F. H. of 
this pack himself, and his team of grays. Moth 
Ball, ridden by himself; Twinkletoes, ridden by 
the Huntsman, H. Grainger Gaither, now trainer 
of F. Ambrose Clark’s steeplechasers; and im¬ 
ported Irish Potato, ridden by the first whip 
Jules Dillon, all beautifully appointed, and well 
matched, gave wonderful sport from the Long 
Quarter Farm over Hampton and the surround¬ 
ing country comprising the boundaries of the 
Hunt. 

Twinkletoes was afterwards sold to a Long 
Island horsewoman for $5,000 and made good 
in his new quarters. 

At one time he had several piebalds in his sta¬ 
ble, and was always on the lookout for a likely 
mount, of whatever color, but grays the first pre¬ 
ferred. 

Of a shy, retiring disposition, he was strict 
with his staff and showed wonderful tact with 
the landowners with whom he was on the best 
possible terms, a very important qualification for 
a M. F. H. 


His death removes a rare figure in the social 
and sporting life of Maryland, and of him it can 
truly be said "He was a man, take him for all 
in all we will not look upon his like again.”

Mail Bag 

Wartime National 

From Amory S. Haskell, President of the Na¬ 
tional Horse Show, we have received the follow¬ 
ing important communication. We heartily ap¬ 
prove and endorse the plan as outlined in Mr. 
Haskell’s letter as it is directly in line with what 
we have been urging, namely, that shows be 
continued as far as possible with the emphasis 
being put on children’s classes. 

You are familiar with the long history and tradi¬ 
tions of the National Horse Show. In recognition of 
what National awards have come to mean to the 
equestrian world, the Board of Directors of the Na¬ 
tional Horse Show Association have continued the 
annual competitions despite the growing difficulties 
and uncertainties of recent years. Only three times since 
its first performance in 1883 has the National Horse 
show failed to hold its annual competitions, namely 
1887, 1889 and 1914. 

With the advent of war, the problems of transpor¬ 
tation; enforced curtailment of expenses by many ex-

hibitors, large and small; the impossibility of holding 
the International Military Jumping contests; the pos¬ 
sibility of serious financial loss if the show might 
have to be suddenly omitted or seriously curtailed, all 
indicated to our Board the impracticability of holding 
the National Horse Show on the usual scale in 1942. 

Our Directors feel, however, that they have a moral 
obligation to the young horsemen and horsewomen 
of the United States who have qualified for the Cham¬ 
pionship Event for the National Horse Show Equita¬ 
tion Trophy and for the Championship Event of the 
A. S. P. C. A. Maclay Cup, which have always been 
held at the National Horse Show in Madison Square 
Garden. 

To keep faith with the youth of America, and to 
provide for the Championship competitions for those 
who have qualified through the year in the Profes¬ 
sional Horsemen’s Association Trophy classes, also 
customarily held at the National, a one-day show will 
be held on Saturday, November 7th, afternoon and 
evening, at the old New York Riding Club, 7 West 
66th Street, New York City. 

In addition to these championship classes, we plan 
to offer the usual National awards for children’s 
hunters. Pen Jump, Handy Jumpers, one open jump¬ 
ing class and instructors’ and pupils’ class. This should 
provide a day of interest for young and old and an 
opportunity for friends of the Horse Show world to 
meet. A prize list with full specifications will be avail¬ 
able about September 15th for all who are interested.

It is my sad duty to inform you that on July 15 my 
grand old mare, Virginia Girl, departed this life 
for greener pastures. As near as I could approximate, 
the little black hunter was twenty-two years old at 
the time of her death, and still had as much action as 
she had when she was a filly. 

During her lifetime, she was one of the top horses 
of Maryland and her fast unfaltering performances 
were witnessed everywhere from Virginia to the Gar¬ 
den. As recently as 1941, I was still showing her, and 
she never failed to come home with a blue. One year 
ago, however, we retired her, and since that time she 
did nothing but roam the pastures with an occasional 
ride to keep her satisfied.

This is based on the well established fact that 
any good farmer can operate his farm well, with 
one able work horse or mule for each 25 acres of 
crop land. 

NEEDED—13 million. 

AVAILABLE—Over 12 million horses and 
mules and equivalent of 3 million more in trac¬ 
tors, or 15 million plus. Available for sale to 
army or non-agricultural work—2 million plus. 

We therefore easily can spare a million 
horses and mules from farms and still have 
ample power to work 350 million acres of crop 
land, said to be our probable goal in 1943. 

Lack of Replacements is Our Chief 
Danger 

We are short on replacements. The census of 
April 1, 1940, disclosed that we had in colts of 
1938 and 1939—yearlings and two-year-olds— 
only 8/13 as many horses and Va as many mules, 
as we needed for bare replacements needs; but 
that shortage can soon be made up if farmers 
generally decide to increase production. We 
have nearly 5 million mares, 4 million of them 
old enough to breed. Breeding even 3 million 
mares would give us IV^ million colts at ma¬ 
turity which would offset our present death 
losses of about 900,000 head per year and pro¬ 
vide 600,000 head for increase. We could there¬ 
fore increase our grand total to 18 million head 
in 7 years if we breed 3 million mares a year. 

Will We Do It? 

This could be done. That it will be done, is 
very doubtful. Most horses and mules are raised 
as an incident to farming, from mares kept to 
do farm work. Farmers do not raise colts enough 
to supply their own replacements except in the 
Central West and far West. Even these farmers 
have not been raising as many as they formerly 
did because prices for mature horses have been 
too low, for the past 3 years, to make horse 
breeding attractive to most farmers. 

Why Prices Have Been Low 

Prices for work animals have been low be-

cause many farmers who formerly used horses 
or mules for all farm field work have been per¬ 
suaded—for one reason or another—to purchase 
tractors. This has lessened demand and lowered 
prices for the horses and mules which farmers 
who raise their own replacements, want to sell, 
—and when the average farmer does not get as 
much for a mature horse or mule as he thinks 
he ought to receive, he usually stops raising re¬ 
placements. The young animals he has raised 
will last him for the next 10 to 12 years, and he 
knows he can raise more colts to take their place, 
6 or 8 years from now. He does not care what 
becomes of men who do not raise their own re¬ 
placements—they must pay higher prices for 
horses and mules before he will, raise more. The 
net result is that when work animals do get sub¬ 
stantially higher in price, he has none to sell, 
and the farmer who would buy horses or mules, 
has to buy a tractor or pay what he considers an 
unreasonably high price for work animals. 

A Sound Policy 

A sound policy, pursued by many good farm¬ 
ers, is to raise just enough replacements every 
year to permit the sale of older animals when 
they are 5 or 6 years old. This means having 
enough colts coming 3 to take the place of those 
to be sold at mamrity. Under such a policy, a 
farmer has young stock which increases in value 
till 5 or 6 years of age, to do his work, and has 
some mature animals which are sold every year 
at a seasonable time. Such men profit most in the 
long run, but they are, as usual, in the minority. 

Wisdom dictates—both for the individual 
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farmer and for our national defense—that we 
build our population of horses and mules up to 
about 18 million head and keep it there, so that 
future wars, shortages of rubber, iron or steel, 
or strikes, may not impair agricultural produc¬ 
tion ... or our national defense. The farmer 
who has one work animal for each 25 acres of 
crop land and who raises his own replacements, 
has a safe reserve of power to operate his farm. 
If he also owns a tractor, to take the heaviest 
work off his teams, he has still more power avail¬ 
able. It represents added investment, depreci¬ 
ation and cost; but many, who can afford it, will 
have both animal and motor power. At our last 
Federal census, April 1, 1940, 1,400,000 farmers 
had tractors and 4,600,000 farmers had none. 
Those who did have tractors, had, in most in¬ 
stances, horses or mules in addition, but not as 
many as they would have had if they had not 
owned tractors. 

On farms where tractors are owned, the heavi¬ 
est work such as plowing and discing, is done 
with them. The work the horses do on farms 
which have tractors is lighter, readily done by 
work animals of less size and weight, preferably 
with more activity than many heavy draft horses 
have. This gradually will bring a change in the 
type and size of many work animals.

The Editor's Saddle-Bag 

July 16. Was out at Timonium this morn¬ 
ing, to see a couple of horses training there, 
going thence to Mrs. Van Lear Black’s to check 
the markings of a couple of yearlings whose 
colors appeared to have altered somewhat since 
registration. Back home to take part in the black¬ 
out operations, spending some four hours riding 
around in a Police car, as an auxiliary police offi¬ 
cer. Found the Green Spring Inn particularly 
well blacked out, though active as usual within. 

July 18. Had to go down to Annapolis 
this afternoon to see Charlie Slade at Sylvester 
Labrot’s stud, Holly Beach, near Annapolis. The 
training quarters at the farm were deserted, 
though there was plenty af activity at the stud, 
the mares that were in Virginia having all re¬ 
turned home now. 

July 22. Was at Bel Air with Janon Fish¬ 
er this morning, there being a Directors’ meet¬ 
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ing of the Breeders’ Association at noon to dis¬ 
cuss the war contribution of our group. It was 
voted to give s$500 outright and to request breed¬ 
ers to pledge 10% of their bonus payments this 
fall. Most of the Directors were on hand for a 
pleasant meeting, kept up to scratch by Yancey 
Christmas’ remarks. 

July 23. By devious routes of train, bus 
and trolley, I visited the Garden State track near 
Camden, N. J., today. This place is a "natural” 
when times get normal again. There is every 
conceivable convenience for the racegoer that 
he can wish for, and plenty of room for the big¬ 
gest crowds. Found Gen. Mgr. Walter Donovan 
busy as a bird dog, but with time to tell about his 
plans for Garden State Park. Visited Ed Brown 
and the veteran Tom Healey in the Stewards’ 
quarters and was taken for a tour of the jocks’ 
department, which is modern and complete in 
all detail. The Maryland contingent, which seems 
to largely hang together, is a large one, and, 
needless to say, seems to win its share of races. 
Caught a lucky ride back to Whitemarsh, where 
I was due to spend the night with Mr. Joyner at 
Erdenheim. 

July 24. After watching the George 
Widener yearlings galloped around that excel¬ 
lently appointed training stable at Erdenheim 
we walked down to the racetrack, where we saw 
the good racemare Rosetown breeze for an en¬ 
gagement at Garden State in which she is likely 
to oblige. The Widener horses, which will miss 
Saratoga this year, are all due back from Bel¬ 
mont today. Took the noon train back home 
from North Philadelphia in good order, though 
on the warm side. 

July 25. Went to Bel Air this morning, 
registering there a belated juvenile that was 
to run in one of Eddie Brennan’s Maryland-bred 
races. Then drove up beyond Perryville to meet 
Mr. and Mrs. A. C. Bohn, whose farm, neatly 
named long ago "End of all Strife,” is one of 
Maryland’s latest horse breeding establishments. 
I saw there a useful little filly by Happy Time 
and a corking good, well-balanced brown filly 
by *Gratteur, both from an unfortunately un¬ 
registered Thoroughbred mare. After discussing 
their possible future in the horse business with 
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the Bohns we all drove over to B. Lovell Prime’s 
place, the other side of Perryville, and delight¬ 
fully overlooking the Susquehanna, this place 
boasting the name of "Anchor and Hope.” Next 
we went over to Darlington to see Bud Hackney 
and to have a look at a couple of possible addi¬ 
tions to the Remount’s horse roster. So, after a 
comfortable dinner, with the Hackneys, we called 
it a day, heading for home in the cool of the 
evening. 

July 27. Janon Fisher and I went up to 
Bel Air for a meeting of the Maryland-bred 
Races Committee of the Breeders’ Association 
this morning, there meeting Ray Bryson and 
Yancey Christmas. Our business over we caught 
a ride back with the Vordemberge’s truck which 
supplies the horsemen at the tracks with various 
saddlery and equipment as needed. Came back 
by way of Three Cousins Farm at Hyde, where 
Noah Gill showed us some well-grown foals by 
Pharanor and Economic, as well as some speedy 
looking yearlings that ought to win on their 
breeding and conformation. 

July 28. Met Capt. Eugene Mounts, of the 
Maryland State Guard Cavalry this morning and 
with him went over to Washington, where we 
had an appointment with Commander R. J. 
Mauerman, of the Coast Guard, relative to the 
planned Mounted Patrol that may, before long, 
be watching our coast line. After leaving Coast 
Guard Headquarters we went down to the 
Raleigh to meet Commissioner Frank Small, Jr., 
of Maryland’s governing body of racing, then on 
back to Baltimore. 

July 31. Spent the morning at Timonium, 
whence I had to ship a mare and foal up to 
Charlie Hemstead’s farm at Markham, Ontario. 
We put the pair in a big stall with two full bar¬ 
rels of water and about four bales of hay, the 
stall being an end of a well ventilated water¬ 
melon car, which has screen side doors and end 
ventilators to help keep the horses cool. Got 
home to find "Nick” Saegmuller, of the Virginia 
Horsemen’s Association, waiting for me, offer¬ 
ing room in his car for the trip to Saratoga, which 
I had planned on by train for Sunday. So, pack¬ 
ing speedily, I departed for the old Spa. We 
made it as far as Port Jervis tonight. 


August 1. We left our hotel before six 
this morning so were at Saratoga long before 
noon, going first to our stable in Oklahoma to 
see whether the Arab mare we shipped up a 
couple of days ago to use as a hack, had got in 
o. k. All was well so we went on to our home 
for the next fortnight, before getting ready for 
racing. Saw a few races and then went over to 
the Yearling Paddocks to renew friendships with 
other horsemen not seen since last year’s sales in 
some cases. 

August 2. Had a couple of hours in the 
saddle in the cool of the morning before going to 
the Paddocks to spend the morning examining 
yearlings and comparing notes on them with in¬ 
terested buyers and sellers. At this job we spent 
about the whole day marking up all those 
fifty-odd to be sold tomorrow night and most of 
those for Tuesday. Went in town to see that out¬ 
standing movie, Mrs. Miniver, tonight, finding 
the picture even better than the "rave notices” 
had led us to expect; though we may have a 
mite of prejudice, at that. 

August 3. Went out sixish this morning, 
another delightfully cool one, too, and had a 
ride around the stables over at the main track 
for an hour or two, then back to the salesyard 
to meet Merryman Black, who had a newcomer 
in the game with him, W. A. Edgar, of Severna 
Park. Mr. and Mrs. Edgar and the Blacks, to¬ 
gether with the Knollwood Stable’s owners, 
looked over a lot of yearlings. T. A. Sears was 
another Marylander up for the sales. Tonight’s 
sale was very poor, with little of fashionable 
breeding to attract the bigger buyers. Found our¬ 
selves with a number of yearlings to ship back 
to Maryland tonight, so we will get our vanning 
operations lined up. 

August 4. Harry Massey came up from 
Church Hill today so we went over a lot of the 
colts to be sold tonight together, Tom Cromwell 
having already picked out some likely prospects 
for the Eastern Shore owner. This afternoon we 
ducked the races, took a rest and then went back 
to the yearlings again. Tonight’s sale was better, 
but none too hopeful. There are no new buyers 
in sight for the better sort of yearlings. Sent out 
two vanloads for Virginia and Maryland tonight.

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U. S. Coast Guard 
Mounted Beach Patrol 


Enlistment in the Coast Guard for service with the Mounted Coastal Patrol is 
now possible. Men of draft age (20-45) may enlist, but THEY MUST ENLIST FOR 
GENERAL COAST GUARD SERVICE, at the same time applying for duty with the 
Coastal Patrol. They will probably be used for this duty, but there is no assurance 
of this. The Mounted Patrol cannot be used as a place to evade the draft. Men over 
draft age, or turned down for some minor physical defect, who can ride, and are 
able to serve, may also enlist in the Coastal Patrol, and will be kept on this duty. 
All who enlist will be under complete military discipline. This is no service for those 
who cannot "take it" as it is planned to organize a 24-hour-a-day coastal watch, 
winter and summer. 


The Government is providing the mounts and their maintenance. Men who en¬ 
list come in as seamen, at regular seaman's pay. They will be assigned to duty, as 
far as possible in their own territory, with which they may be familiar, but are subject 
to transfer if needed.

August 5. The usual routine was in force 
today. Morning exercise with the racing stable, 
visiting around the stables, looking at more 
yearlings, then lunch, racing and the sales to¬ 
night.

It might well be had not Arthur 
Hancock had to leave his * Blenheim II-Risk 
colt at home due to an injury. 

x4ugust 7* Charlie Shaw was on for the 
sales today, so we looked at a lot of them together, 
in Arthur Hancock’s yard, where we saw some 
first class stock, as usual. Hancock Night, as it has 
long been called, has come and gone, with less 
than $2,000 as the average. How times are 
changed. As usual the Master of Ellerslie took 
the results of the sale in stride, well knowing 
he had done all he could to bring up good year¬ 
lings to offer. We will have plenty to send down 
in the morning, several to Ray Bryson s stable at 
Bel Air, some to Danny Shea’s and more to 
Southern Maryland and the Shore. 

August 8 . We got yearlings all routed and 
shipped away this forenoon, then went home to 
get things in order for a week-end on Lake 
Champlain. Picked up Editor J. A. Estes, of The 
Blood-Horse, and headed for the late afternoon 
train for Plattsburg, subsisting on a couple of 
cheese sandwiches and an apple for the trip, and 
duly arriving at our destination around 11.30. 
Paul Spider met us in town and took us out to 
Camp Red Cloud, where we last year spent a 
grand vacation. It started to rain before we got 
to camp and turned in to the sound of waves on 
the nearby shore and rain on the roof. 

August 9. It was still raining heavily when 
we got out this morning, finding ourselves sur¬ 
rounded with McDonogh boys and teachers. We 


went up to the stables and had a look at the 
forty-odd horses Willis Lynch and Riggs Jones 
have in charge there, before getting in the din¬ 
ing hall for a healthy breakfast. "Bob” Lamborn, 
now in active charge of the camps, stopped by 
for a visit on the way to chapel, which was held 
indoors, due to the rain. This afternoon we had 
a "quiz program,” the Estes and ourselves hav¬ 
ing to answer all sorts of questions pertaining 
to horses, racing and other kindred subjects. The 
girls from Red Wing joined the boys from Red 
Cloud for this event. Still it rains, shutting off 
our view of the Vermont hills, and towering 
Mount Mansfield, which lies across Lake Cham¬ 
plain. 

August 10. Got out early and had a good 
hour’s ride around the camp property, the rain 
having about stopped, though it was humid and 
unpleasant. Then, having reluctantly "cleaned 
up” we went in to Plattsburg, to take a belated 
and crowded train south to Saratoga, where we 
arrived in time for the fourth race, won by an 
Identify filly. Went to the sales tonight for the 
Salmon sale, but found that the public would 
have no parts of the untried sires *Bel Aethel 
and *Hairan, among whose get were some very 
good yearlings. 

August 11. All week we have been put¬ 
ting in full and busy days, inspecting, shipping, 
racing, riding and visiting around. Tonight the 
sales are over, winding up on a high note, for a 
wonder. Tonight’s offerings included some of the 
nicest lots offered through the season, which this 
year only lasted two weeks. We have arranged 
for our final shipment toward home, having in 
all arranged for well over a hundred head to be 
shipped. Our hack we shipped home this morn¬ 
ing, so our postman’s vacation is about over. 
Thank goodness the weather has been of the very 
best, with the exception of our week-end, true 
Saratoga weather, as it used to be known when 
more prevalent. 

August 15. Nick came around to the house 
early this morning and south we headed, on a hot 
drive, getting lunch at Kingston and dinner at 
the Dutch Kitchen in Kennet Square for dinner, 
getting home before dark after a not over tedious 
drive.
